Several events planned for 
the 1812 Declaration of War 
weekend in June are on the 
chopping block, says one of 
the key organizers. 

Federal funding for open¬ 
ing events in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake has fallen through, 
said Ken Gansel, chair of the 
events committee for the 
regional Niagara 1812 
Bicentennial LegacyCouncil, 
sending him scrambling to 
see what can be salvaged of 
the weekend of events. 

Gansel began organizing a 
military tattoo, a parade 
down Queen Street, a 
Governor General Horse 
Guard musical ride and a 
Niagara Symphony 1812 
Overture concert for the 
weekend of June 15 to 18 
three years ago, as a mem¬ 
ber of the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake 1812 committee. But 
because of the scope of the 
celebrations and the fact that 
they were opening events, 
they were taken over by the 
regional Legacy Council, 
which applied to the federal 
Department of Canadian 
Heritage's 1812 

Commemoration Fund for 
$350,000 to stage the events.

Gansel said the events 
were always dependent 
on funding, but Legacy 
Council members had 
been assured they had 
every reason to be opti¬ 
mistic their application 
would be successful. 
However the day before 
the federal budget was 
announced, he received 
an email saying the fund¬ 
ing had been denied. 

Funding applications 
for other events planned 
by the local NOTL com¬ 
mittee are going through 
the second stage and an 
answer is not expected 
until the end of summer, 
so planning for those 
events, such as the occu¬ 
pation and burning of the 
town and the Laura Secord 
walk, is going ahead with 
some optimism that there 


will be some federal 
money to help out. If 
funding for these events 
are also declined, the 
NOTL committee has 
raised enough locally to 
be sure the events will go 
on, but not as elaborately 

Both the Niagara 
Historical Museum and a 
sound and light show to 
be produced locally were 
successful recipients dur¬ 
ing the first wave of appli¬ 
cations, with funding. 

Tony Chisholm, chair of 
the NOTL 1812 fundrais¬ 
ing committee, said while 
he hopes to hear good 
news, he isn't sitting back 
waiting for it—he's fund¬ 
raising for events that will 
go on, with or without 
federal funding. 

"If we get what we asked 
for, we can put on a really 
good show. But if we don't 


get the funding we've 
applied for, the event will 
go on. It might be a little 
quieter, a little less spec¬ 
tacular." 

Gansel says he believes 
the federal government 
underestimated the num¬ 
ber of events that would 
be planned across the 
county, and didn't set 
aside sufficient funding. 

A set of criteria was 
added to the process after 
the first round of applica¬ 
tions was submitted, he 
suspects because the feds 
were overwhelmed by the 
number of requests for 
funding. 

And he is quick to admit 
that the events he was 
planning didn't meet the 
criteria—however, he had 
no way of knowing that 
when the 35-page appli¬ 
cation was submitted. 

The government has 


since said no to funding 
concerts—the Niagara 
Symphony had agreed to 
perform the 1812 Overture 
at Fort George—and has 
stated that to qualify, 
events must have an 1812 
history lesson as one of its 
components. 

The opening events 
planned for NOTL would 
have been glamorous and 
exciting, Gansel said, but 
not necessarily educa¬ 
tional—a parade, a mili¬ 
tary tattoo at sunset, the 
stirring 1812 Overture fol¬ 
lowed by fireworks at Fort 
George and a musical ride 
would all be "cool events" 
that would have brought 
crowds of people to town, 
but were not activities 
that would have occurred 
during the war years. 

He is personally com¬ 
mitted to raising enough 
money—$45,000 to 


$50,000—to at least have 
the Niagara Symphony at 
the Fort. 

He says he's not sure 
how realistic that is, but 
he hopes to find a willing 
major sponsor to finance 
what would be an appro¬ 
priate and stirring event. 

Brian Merrett, chair of 
the Legacy Council, con¬ 
firmed that the federal 
funding application was 
denied. But the events 
haven't been cancelled— 
in fact, they were never 
scheduled, he said. 

Although the weekend 
events have been includ¬ 
ed on websites and in 
recent 1812 publications, 
they were listed as pend¬ 
ing funding. 

The events, he said, 
"weren't cancelled. They 
were never scheduled. 
They were just propos- 


And they won't go ahead 
as proposed, although 
they might take another 

"We are reviewing our 
schedule," says Merrett. 

Meanwhile, he said, 
there are several opening 
events across Niagara that 
will go on—such as a her¬ 
itage fair and flag-raising 
in Queenston on Saturday, 
Brock's Ball organized by 
the Niagara Historical 
Museum Saturday eve¬ 
ning, fireworks over the 
falls Friday and Sunday, 
and some events at Fort 
Erie Monday. 

Those events, said 
Gansel, are funded by 
other organizations or the 
federal grant to the region 
to establish itself as a cul¬ 
tural capital. The Legacy 
Council itself has not yet 
been successful at attract¬ 
ing major sponsorship.

Organizers

At 78, Diana Laubitz is 
not personally a fan of the 
Tragically Hip or the New 
Pornographers, and living 
in one of the houses that is 
the closest to the concert 
venue, she can't say she is 
looking forward to the 

But she says she feels 
reassured after last week's 
public meeting that concert 
organizers have considered 
all the possible issues and 
have either found solutions 
or are working on them. 

There isn't much else 
she can do at this point but 
trust they know what they're 
doing and hope all goes 

"They seem to have a 
wonderful security system, 
and they have considered 
everything we were worried 
about. I certainly felt better. 
I was impressed with the 
presentation and the orga¬ 
nizers were very open, but I 
still have apprehensions." 

Living on Park Court 
near John Street, across 
from Butler's Barracks, 
Diana and her husband 
Merik will likely stay home 
on the day of June 30, but it 
won't be to listen to music— 
although if any of their 
friends want to use their 
backyard to enjoy the con¬ 
cert, she has no objections. 

"I have one younger 
friend whose eyes lit up at 
the mention of the New 
Pornographers," she says. 

"I had of course heard of 
the Tragically Hip but I have 
to admit I hadn't heard of 

Laubitz says she is okay 
with the music—it won't be 
the first time she and her 
husband will be an audi¬ 
ence to a concert without 
buying tickets, from music 
at local wineries to across 
the river at Art Park in 
Lewiston. 

She has been assured 
that amplifiers will face the 
water, that the amplified 
music will end at 11 p.m., 
and that it shouldn't take 
more than an hour to clear 


the crowd. 

She and her husband are 
concerned that with 20,000 
people coming to town for 
the concert, it would only 
take one or two to stray out¬ 
side the security limits to 
cause problems on private 
property, but she also 
understands the concert 
production company, AEG 
Live out of California, is 
experienced with similar 
situations and will do its 
best to see that doesn't hap- 

Residents have also been 
told that most of the ticket 
holders will be delivered to 
the site by 60 shuttle buses, 
and that nearby streets will 
be closed to all but those 
who live on them to ensure 
that concert-goers use the 
parking lots and transpor¬ 
tation provided. 

But Laubitz worries 
about those who decide to 
get to town early to avoid 
having to park at far-away 
shuttle lots such as Brock 
University and Niagara 
College. 

"How do they know how 
early people will start arriv¬ 
ing, and what time will they 
begin setting up road¬ 
blocks? I haven't heard the 
answers to that yet." 

Laubitz is as concerned 
about ground-nesting birds 
near the concert site as she 
is about her own property. 

Organizers have said 
they are aware that the 
nesting period won't be 
over in time for the concert, 
and that there will still be 
baby birds in the grass. 
They've said they will keep 
concert-goers away, but it 
would be natural for those 
walking from the Niagara 
Parkway across the 
Commons to be tempted to 
take a shortcut, she says. 

Jarred Picher, manager 
of national historic sites 
locally, has been involved 
in negotiations with AEG 
Live from the beginning, 
both from the perspective 
of addressing local con¬ 
cerns and ensuring that the 
Parks Canada property is 
respected. 

He has been working 
closely with organizers to 
ensure "mitigating mea¬ 
sures" are taken to resolve 
all concerns, and was 
pleased by the overall 
response of residents at last 
week's meeting. 

"The reaction from the 
community was fantastic,"

Odette Yazbeck, public 
relations director for the 
Shaw, says organizers 
approached the Festival 
very early in the process- 
before the public was aware 
there would be a concert— 
to discuss what could be 
done to ensure theatre 
patrons were not inconve¬ 
nienced in any way. 

"We have had an extraor¬ 
dinarily great relationship 
with the organizers," says 
Yazbeck. 

After some negotiations 
about how best to ensure 
patrons' experience was 


protected, she said, they 
came to an agreement and 
the Shaw box office began 
notifying those who had 
already booked tickets. 

All happily agreed to 
switch their tickets for 
another evening, said 
Yazbeck. 

There were only two eve¬ 
ning performances sched¬ 
uled for June 30—Ragtime 
and The Millionairess. 

Fortunately, it was early 
in the booking process, and 
the decision was made to 
move Ragtime to the after¬ 
noon and cancel 
Millionairess, she said. 

"It's been a pleasure and 
very exciting to work with 
them," she said of the con¬ 
cert organizers.

After visiting an ani¬ 
mal graveyard in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, not far from 
where the Queen 
Elizabeth Way meets 
Glendale Avenue, 
Councillor Martin Mazza 
wants to take a look at 
other municipal policies 
to see how they deal with 
road kill. 

During Monday’s 
council meeting, Mazza 
made a notice of motion 
that he would be asking 
the Town to investigate 
neighbouring municipal 
policies, provincial and 


the Ministry of transpor¬ 
tation guidelines on how 
to deal with road kill. He 
hopes NOTL will develop 
its own policy to put an 
end to such practices on 
NOTL soil. 

The interest in the site 
came about as a result of 
a lost dog from St. 
Catharines that was 
found discarded beside 
the abandonned service 
road near the MTO prop¬ 
erty at 571 York Road. 

The animal was found 
by Lesley Sampson, co¬ 
founder of Coyote Watch 
Canada, who says she has 
known about the site for 
a few years now. 

Sampson says she 
became aware of the 
dumping site when tur¬ 
key vultures were seen 
flying above it—an indi¬ 
cation of dead animals.

works to pick up dead 
animals is trained to han¬ 
dle the animals in a 
respectful professional 
way and if the homeown¬ 
er of a domestic animal 
cannot be found, the 
Lincoln County Humane 
Society is supposed to be 
contacted to give further 
instruction, says Poei. 

"Not to be gruesome 
but not every animal can 
be identified as domestic. 
We care about the welfare 
of animals and our policy 
is followed under those 
four points." 

Poei says the MTO 
doesn't have health and 
safety concerns because 
the site is not open to the 
public and was chosen 
for that reason. 

However, says Mazza, 
the site is open to anyone 
who knows where to look, 
and has only recently 
been covered with gravel. 


Mazza and Sampson 
both share concerns 
about health and safety 
and wonder whether the 
animals left on the site are 
spreading bacteria such 
as E. Coli, contaminating 
the ground or a nearby 

Sampson adds that the 
site “is absolutely acces¬ 
sible to the public" and 
she would like to see that 
all animals are disposed 
of properly and respect¬ 
fully. 

“It has been an area of 
concern for us for several 
years. There are bone 
samples on the site that 
are quite old that have 
been chewed. Some of 
the animals appear to 
have trauma that did not 
communicate vehicle 

Sampson says 
that’s not to say the 
road crew responsi¬ 
ble for removing the 
animals from the 
road isn't doing its 
job. 

"Because of the 
road crew, hov 
often do you see at 
animal lying on the 
side of the road?" 

Still, the co¬ 
founder of Coyote 
Watch Canada says 
she doesn’t like to 
see animals left to 
rot on the site in 
Niagara-on-the- 
Lake.

Fed's 1812 funding rejection stings 


From the earliest days of discussions of 
War of 1812 commemorations, it's been 
confusing to keep track of what is local and 
what is regional, which committee does 
what and who sits on each. 

The town has its own NOTL 1812 
Bicentennial Committee, the region has its 
1812 Legacy Council. We have one under¬ 
paid and overworked member of our NOTL 
committee and many volunteers, the 
Legacy Council has four contracted region¬ 
al employees, including chair Brian Merrett, 
and also many dedicated volunteers. 
Several of those volunteers overlap. 

Each committee has its own events to 
plan and each has applied to the federal 
government for funding. 

So far, we know the regional Legacy 
Council has been turned down for events 
that were planned for NOTL the Declaration 
of War weekend mid-June. Short of a mira¬ 
cle, those events, which seemed appropri¬ 
ate, moving, well thought-out and sure to 
draw crowds, will not go on. 

Organizers are at least hoping to salvage 
a Niagara Symphony 1812 Overture eve¬ 
ning concert at Fort George. But all the 


other cool events, military tattoo, parade, 
fireworks and more, won't be happening. 

The Legacy Council had no luck at all at 
fundraising, so unlike our local committee, 
they can't just scale back, they have to bail 
out There is no money for those events, 
which were expected to be funded from a 
federal government pot. 

It's a shame the feds didn't see those 
events as important to 1812 commemora¬ 
tions, especially after hearing our MP Rob 
Nicholson say so often during his election 
campaign that we could expect positive 
results in this town that was an 1812 hot 
spot. But it appears everyone and his broth¬ 
er from coast to coast thought they had 
some pretty spectacular events planned as 
well, even if they were nowhere near a bat¬ 
tle site. 

Congrats to our committee and to all 
those businesses who are supporting other 
significant local events. We know one way 
or another they will go on, with or without 
federal funding. And if anyone wants to 
step up to the plate with financial support 
for the cancelled events—it sounds like 
they would have been awesome.

If I were mayor of 
Niagara Falls, I would be 
mightily embarrassed. 

Poor Diodati may as 
well, albeit unwittingly, 
be telling prospective 
visitors that although his 
city has the Falls, as 
amazing as they are, 
they're not enough. 


Although he never 
mentions Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, he may as well 
be telling tourists that to 
see anything worth see¬ 
ing, other than the spec¬ 
tacular Falls, you have to 
go to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

But Diodati says he 
isn't the least bit embar¬ 
rassed. 

He loves NOTL, he 
says, comes here every 
weekend during the 
good-weather months, 
riding bikes with his fam¬ 
ily, ending up at Simcoe 
Park, often having some 
ice cream before they 
head home.

"I guess I'm just over¬ 
excited about all things 
Niagara. But to any of 
those ruffled feathers out 
there, I apologize." 

However, he added, 
the more people coming 
to Niagara Falls, the bet¬ 
ter it is for the region, 
including Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

Eke first heard about 
the video from Diodati, 
who apparently thought 
he better call the Lord 
Mayor and let him know 
he has no plans to annex 
NOTL - that when his 
part was recorded he 
wasn't aware of the impli¬ 
cation of the video that 
there were hundreds of 
wineries, the NOTL Golf 
Club, the Oban Inn, 
Prince of Wales Hotel, 


Riverbend Inn, the Shaw 
Festival Theatre and the 
Royal George, McFarland 
House and the jet boat 
rides, all in Niagara Falls. 

It's not surprising that 
the Prince, Riverbend 
and other local hot spots 
might seem more entic¬ 
ing than the highrise 
hotels of Niagara Falls, 
but they haven't been 
deeded over to Niagara 
Falls owners just yet. 

In fact, one would 
think those hotel owners 
who actually do pay their 
substantial taxes to the 
city of Niagara Falls are 
the ones who should be 
truly vexed. 

A few years ago, when 
the Whirlpool Jet Boat 
lease was being negotiat¬ 
ed by the town, a reporter 
at the Advance covering 
the issue found herself 
seated at a wedding 
beside a couple who had 
recently visited Niagara 
Falls. They had particu¬ 


larly enjoyed a trip on the 
wildly popular jet boats. 
They'd taken a bus from 
their Niagara Falls hotel 
to the Melville Dock, yet 
had no idea they'd actu¬ 
ally visited NOTL. 

Easy to understand 
watching that video—you

It's been a lengthy 
labour of love from early 
discussions to previews, 
but the audience reaction 
is making it all worth¬ 


while. 

Shaw Festival artistic 
director Jackie Maxwell 
says the journey to bring 
Ragtime, a musical about 
early American society, to 
the stage began more than 
a year ago. 

Since then she has 
spent at least 80 hours in 
meetings with designer 
Sue LePage and choreog¬ 
rapher Valerie Moore, 
deciding how they were 
going to go about staging 
this production, and the 
journey continues as she 
sits through previews, tak¬ 
ing notes for rehearsals 


that will help "tweak" 
some bits and pieces she 
feels need changing.

The play, based on a 
novel written in 1975 and 
first produced in Toronto 
in 1996, is a story of unrest 
in America in the early 
1900s, a clash of a white 
upper-class New York 
suburbanite family, a 
Jewish immigrant who 
tries to make a good life 
for his daughter on New 
York's Lower East Side, 
and a black musician in 
Harlem. 

It's 95 per cent music, 
it deals with strong and 
difficult issues such as 


racism, union riots and 
even the tragic death of a 
baby, and yet it has its 
moments of joy, says 
Maxwell. 

And its story of build¬ 
ing a dream still reso¬ 
nates, she says. 

Since it was first pro¬ 
duced on stage, we have 
an African American pres¬ 
ident in the US—the 
dream has moved for¬ 
ward, but all of the issues 
are still at play. 

It gets people talking 
about at how far we've 
come—or not come, she 
says—and how far we still 


have to go. 

"There are some very 
strong moments. People 
say things that are shock¬ 
ing, but it's very much in 
context of that moment. 
As I sat and listened, there 
were a few gasps in the 
audience. One woman 
came up to me after the 
preview, to say she was 
taken aback. She was 
weeping, but she said she 
understood this was real¬ 
ity, and she was very 
moved by it. It's a story 
with a real punch."

The 'wow factor', she

Set during the First 
World War in Niagara Falls, 
Cathy Marie Buchanan’s 
debut novel The Day the 
Falls Stood Still, is about a 
time when rivermen drew 
daredevils from the brink 
and manipulating the river 
to make use of hydroelec¬ 
tric power was a new idea. 

“Added to the mix is the 
staggering beauty of the 
falls itself" says Buchanan. 

The story is loosely 
based on William Red 
Hill—a riverman who res¬ 
cued many from the brink 
of death, says

At age 35 she began 
attending writing classes 
during the evening while 
she spent her days working 
in the corporate world. 

In 2005, Buchanan

For example, she says,

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Chiropractor joins NOTL family health team

For proof that the chiro¬ 
practic branch of medicine 
is becoming more main¬ 
stream, and more accepted 
by the medical community, 
you have only to look to 
Virgil, and the addition of a 
chiropractor to the family 
health team. 

And you have only to 
meet the new chiropractor 
in town to understand why— 
she is passionate about her 
practice, and dedicated to 
providing top notch medical 

To Dr. Frouz Paiwand, 
now a St. Davids resident 
and a part-time member of 
the NOTL Family Health 
Team, delivering the best 
chiropractic care means 
stressing education and pre¬ 
vention. 


A chiropractic practice 
has in the past been consid¬ 
ered alternative medicine, 
and hasn't always been well- 
accepted by family physi¬ 
cians. But that is changing, 
she says, especially amongst 
doctors who received their 
medical trainingatMcMaster 
University, where shadow¬ 
ing a chiropractor is part of 
their studies. 

What happens in Dr. 
Paiwand's office is mostly 
talk—treatment is a small 
component of what she 

When patients leave her 
office and follow her advice, 
chances are it might be the 
last time she sees them, and 
that's her goal, she says. 

"The body is a machine, 
and the only one we have. 
We must look after it. If my 
patients walk out of here and 
don't exercise or do any of 
the things I suggest, they will 


likely get worse and their 
lives will be more difficult. 
But if they exercise and look 
after their body, they may 
never need to come back." 

People live such a seden¬ 
tary lifestyle today, she says, 
that exercise is more impor¬ 
tant than it's ever been. 

"My job is to educate peo¬ 
ple about a healthy lifestyle. 
Treatment is just temporary. 
I can help my patients but I 
can't cure them. They have 
to do that themselves. When 
people come to see me the 
first thing I will do is educate 
them about what they need 
to do for their body." 

Paiwand has settled in St. 
Davids with her oncologist 
husband, their two children, 
and the one on the way. She 
will take a short time off for 
the birth of number three— 
she is so passionate about 
her job and so anxious to 
help, she will make her 


maternity leave as brief as 
possible. 

"I love working. I love 
talking to people. And I 
know I can help. When I 
walk down the street I watch 
how people walk and think 
about how I can help them. 
It makes my day when a 
patient says my advice 
helped them. I really feel like 
I'm making a contribution. I 
hope I am," she says. 

"My kids are very impor¬ 
tant to me, but my work is 
also very important. I have a 
profession that allows me to 
help at another level. And 
my schedule here is very 
flexible so I can see patients 
here and still have lots of 
time to spend with my kids." 

Although she wasn't sure 
at first how she would like 
living and working in such a 
small community, she says 
now she loves it. 

"Everyone feels like part 
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of a family. Here, you see the 
same faces every day, and 
everyone knows everybody. 
I grew up in Toronto and 
worked in Toronto and 
Vancouver, and people aren't 
like that there. I'm glad we're 
raising our kids here. It feels 
like such a safe community, 
and it's an interesting place 
to live and work." 

And she loves being part 
of the health team and being 
accepted by other medical 
practitioners as part of the 
team, she said, explaining 
that there are few chiroprac¬ 
tors in Ontario teaming up 
with physicians. She is the 
only one in the region—most 
chiropractic graduates go 
straight to private practice. 

"It provides a continuity 
of care when you're working 
collaboratively with physi¬ 
cians, and it gives patients 
access to the care they need 
very quickly," she says. 


She also sees a benefit in 
helping to free up the time of 
family physicians to concen¬ 
trate on other issues, and 
perhaps even more impor¬ 
tant, should reduce the num¬ 
ber of pain-killer prescrip¬ 
tions they write for patients. 

"The doctors here are 
very receptive, very open to 
giving their patients a chance 
to receive chiropractic care if 
they need it. Doctors are 
beginning to have more faith 
in chiropractors." 

There are now more

retreat, says she recognized 
the need for a place that 
could provide programs not 
available anywhere else in the 
community. 

These programs depend 
largely on fundraising to off¬ 
set costs to families. 

The adult day program is a 
break-even program that 
costs a family $130 dollars a 
day, but the day camp and 
respite programs are subsi¬ 
dized to make them afford¬ 
able, says Bjorgan. 

Red Roof is an important 
tool to families who take 
advantage of its services. 

Thedayprogramforyoung 
adults was developed to help 
families who may be having 
difficulty taking care of their 
children with special needs 
after they get past the point 
where other programs can 
help. 

Because Red Roof Retreat 
relies heavily on donations, 
theyholdfimdraisers through¬ 
out the year. 

The community can show 
their support or leam more 
about what the Red Roof 
Retreat does at the retreat's 
signature pasta dinner. 

The 10th annual Pasta 
Dinner is one of the biggest 
events for Red Roof because 
it helps spread awareness 
throughout the region, get¬ 
ting the word out about the 
organization and what it 
does, says Bjorgan. 

"It's one of our main fund¬

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Garden growth forcing us to play catch-up 


Time for slug and 
snail killer on 
hostas 


Things in the garden are 
moving fast now and we are 
caught trying to catch-up. 

The hostas are coming 
through so it is time to get 
the slug and snail killer on. 

I use 'Safers' as it does not 
harm pets or wildlife. 

Make sure all is clean 
around the roses, remem¬ 
ber we did not have the 
extreme cold that usually 
kills off a lot of problems.

locally does not mean they 
were developed here, and 
climate plays a big part in 
how they survive. I have 
one rose that was in this 
garden when we came here 
more than 30 years ago and 
it is the only one with a 
wonderful perfume. 

Comparing to some very 
old roses aUows us to real¬ 


ize the changes the growers 
have developed. I have a 
climbing rose which was 
grown from a cutting from 
one found in an old 
neglected cemetery. The 
flowers are quite small and 
bright yellow but the thorns 
are tremendous and proba¬ 
bly responsible for its sur- 

By buying a rose devel¬ 
oped here you are giving 
yourself the promise of 
years of enjoyment. Just 
think, growers have been 
developing roses for us for 
more than 100 years. 

Now making the grass 
look good is the job facing 
us all at this time. (I always 
think the one who came up 
with the idea of lawns is 
still laughing all the way to 


the bank). 

We have to buy the right 
seed, then we have to buy 
the right fertilizer so it all 
grows well, and we have to 
buy a special machine to 
cut it - it just goes on and 

So all I am going to sug¬ 
gest is measure the area 
your lawn covers as you 
need to know that when 
you go to buy your supplies, 
and never ever spread by 
hand (the expert’s rule). 
However I recall Lydia 
Szukis when we were judg¬ 
ing gardens saying as long 
as it is green leave the poi¬ 
sonous stuff alone.

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Canadian researchers receive Ig Nobel prize for study of passing gas 




Molecule discov- 
k ery may open 
r new doors to 
anti-aging 


Ig Nobel prizes are pres¬ 
tigious awards given each 
year at Harvard University 
to those engaged in strange 
scientific research. 

(The Ig Nobel Prizes 
honour achievements that 
first make people laugh, 
and then make them 
think.) 

For instance, Canadian 
researchers received the 
award for showing that 
small farts, known as fast 
repetitive ticks (FRTs), can 
be lethal. 

But why would the 
Vatican receive an Ig 
Nobel? 

Rectal gas (flatus) hap¬ 
pens to kings and the rest 
of us, and is a constant 
reminder that we're all 
human. 


done so was undergoing 
sigmoidoscopy for remov¬ 
al of a benign polyp in the 
colon. Once the polyp was 
excised the area was cau¬ 
terized to control bleed¬ 
ing. 

But due to inadequate 
bowel cleansing, the col¬ 
lection of gas caused an 
explosion. This resulted in 
a 15-centimeter (six-inch) 
tear in the intestinal wall 
requiring surgical repair. 
The force also blew the 
doctor across the room. 

But can a fart kill? 
Researchers at Simon 
Fraser University in British 
Columbia won their Ig 
Noble Prize by researching 
the habits of Atlantic and 
Pacific herring. 

They were studying 
whether herring could 
hear the high frequency 
sounds emitted by 
approaching killer whales. 
But during this research 
they discovered that her¬ 
ring produce fast repetitive 
ticks, small farts, as a 


means of communicating 
with each other. 

Since herring have no 
dinner parties to attend 
they can pass tiny farts any 
time they wish to do so. 
But there’s a problem. 
Killer whales can hear 
these expulsions and pro¬ 
vide a speedy end to her¬ 
ring. So the moral is, farts 
can kill. 

During one Harvard 
prize-giving other Ig Nobel 
Prizes were awarded for 
outstanding ideas. For 
instance, the Vatican was 
given the economics Ig 
Nobel Prize for outsourc¬ 
ing prayers to India. But 
neither the Pope nor any¬ 
one from the Vatican came 
to accept the award. 

Nor did anyone attend 
from a major soft drink 
company in Britain to take 
home the Ig Nobel chem¬ 
istry award for creating 
bottled water that con¬ 
tained twice the legal limit 
of bromate, a carcinogen. 

Congratulations to Buck 


Weimer, of Pueblo, 
Colorado, who won the Ig 
Nobel Biology Prize for his 
practical idea that can help 
many people, charcoal 
activated underwear. 
Weimer’s wife, who has 
Crohn’s Disease, an 
inflammatory bowel prob¬ 
lem, can now attend social 
functions as this gas-eat¬ 
ing underwear absorbs 
odours.

New bell to honour Sir Isaac Brock 


Join the parish of St. Mark's 
and Rev. Bob Wright when they 
welcome the addition of the 
church’s 19th bell to honour Sir 
Isaac Brock. 

Today, a large crane will be 
brought to the church, along with 
the 650 pound bell that will com¬ 
plete the sound of the bells, says 
Rev. Wright 

A hole will be cut in the wall of 
the church and a large tenor bell 
weighing 1,300 pounds that rests 
inside die bell tower will be 
removed in order to make room 
for the new bell. 

Once the new bell has been 
placed inside the tower, the tenor 
bell will be returned to its place. 

The addition of the bell is the 
first in a number of 1812 bicen¬ 
tennial events planned by the 
church. It also provides a new 
sound to the bells that Rev 
Wright says was needed. 

“It’s a low sounding bell that 
gives us something that we 

The bell will carry an inscrip¬ 
tion in memory of Sir Isaac Brock 
who died 200 years ago at the 
Battle of Queenston Heights. 

Rev. Wright says the church 
had its first six bells installed in 
1877, with three more added in 


1977. 

In 2007, those bells were 
retuned and nine more bells 

Richard Watson, of Meeks, 
Watson and Company from 
Ohio, constructed the nine bells 
added in 2007 and is the maker 
of church's newest bell, says Rev. 
Wright. 

"There are very few people 
who do it and there are a small 
number of these bells in North 


America.” 

In honour of the new bell, 
everyone is invited to attend a 
service on April 25 for a dedica¬ 
tion service at 4 p.m. 

The Fife and Drum Corps will 
attend and individuals can sip a 
glass of wine as they listen to the 
bells play a song written by com¬ 
poser Michel Allard, who was 
commissioned to write a four 
and a half minute piece in hon¬ 
our of Brock.
